Undertakes to Do. 

“First and last, day and night, he 
who has given himself to the cause of 
medicine sees the most sordid, the most 
terrifying, the most pitiful, side of hu¬ 
manity,” says a writer in Appleton’s 
Magazine. “His training is in the 
Slums, where the elements of life may 
touch even the lowest and basest. His 
service is demanded in sickness and 
pain, and his final act, as irrevocably 
as the rising of the sun, is to close the 
eyes forever of others, even perhaps 
those whom he brought into the world. 
He is the possessor of secrets, the re¬ 
pository of sorrow. 

“ ‘Into whatever house I enter I 
will go for the benefit of the sick 
With purity and holiness I will pass 
my life and practice my art.’ So ran 
the oath administered by Hippocrates 
to his students almost five centuries 
before Christ, and so still stands today 
the physician’s ideal. Medicine then 
partook of a character of holiness, for 
the student, too, swore to reckon him 
who taught me this art equally dear to 
me as my parents, to look upon his off 
spring in the same footing as my own 
brothers and to teach them this art if 
they shall wish it without fee or stipu¬ 
lation. 

“Can any one today with an inkling 
of the life of the disciple of medicine 
doubt that the spirit of this ancient 
oath is rigidly observed in its practice, 
or that, as Hippocrates dictated 2,500 
years ago, ‘Whatever in connection 
with my professional practice or not in 
connection with it I see or hear in the 
life of men which ought not to be 
spoken abroad I will not divulge, as 
reckoning all that should be kept se¬ 
cret?’ ”

The English Channel. 

One of the most famous bits of water 
in the world is the English channel, 
which separates and yet unites the sis¬ 
ter countries of England and France 
and has been the scene of so much of 
their history.

Its entrance from 
the German ocean is the strait of Do¬ 
ver, twenty-one miles wide, while at 
the other extremity, where it joins the 
Atlantic, it is 100 miles from shore to 
shore. The greatest width midway is 
150 miles. Owing to the strong current 1 
setting in from the westward, the high 
winds which frequently prevail and 
the configuration of the shores it has ;

bial and few cross it without seasick¬ 
ness.

It is an “auto suggestion,” 
or it is a family suggestion, and the 
only way to remove it is by the vigor¬ 
ous counter suggestion of another per- j 
son. The value of a “fixed idea” of 
health, as being only the removal of a 
fixed idea of disease where there was 
no organic reason for it, will hardly 
be disputed. Yet one cannot overem¬ 
phasize the multitudes that there are 
of these invalids sitting in padded chairs 
and making ready for the hearse whose 
trouble is primarily mental, and how 
many there are, again, who have a 
slight organic infirmity and have in¬ 
creased its effects a thousandfold by 
what we may call “household sugges¬ 
tion.” — Max Eastman in Atlantic 
Monthly.

GIVE APPROVAlT 

TO THE DANCE 

— 

Indianapolis (Did.), June l.— 
After a prolonged debate, the In¬ 
dianapolis Protestant Ministers’ Asso¬ 
ciation went on record to-day as ap¬ 
proving the teaching of dancing in the 
public schools. This action was taken 
in a double sense, for the association 
rejected a resolution offered by a 
Methodist minister declaring that the 
, “modem dance is subtly against the 
highest and best development of the 
moral life of our young people during 
the formative years of adolescence,” 
and expressing the conviction that 
dancing should not be permitted at 
high school functions. 

The discussion was opened by a re¬ 
port from a committee of ministers 
who had visited the schools for the 
purpose of making investigations. 
The report favored the teaching of 
dancing and was adopted. Some of 
the ministers took strong grounds in 
favor of the exercise. Pastor Odell of 
the Second Presbyterian Church de¬ 
clared that it was all a matter of 
conscience and that there is no deg¬ 
radation in dancing. 

“I have never seen anything more 
beautiful, charming and poetic than 
boys and girls dancing,” he declared.
